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The  farm  income  outlook  for  1970  points 
to  a  net  farm  income  close  to  the  $16  billion 
realized  by  the  Nation's  farmers  in  1969. 
Last  year's  level  was  one  of  the  best  on 
record;  gross  farm  income  was  up  some 
$3-1/2  billion  and  net  income  realized  by 
farm  operators  rose  $1.2  billion.  Producers 
of  livestock  and  livestock  products,  particu- 
larly, had  a  good  year  in  1969  with  livestock 
prices  averaging  12  percent  higher  than  in  1968. 

This  year,  realized  gross  farm  income 
will  probably  be  record  high— perhaps  around 
$56  billion,  compared  to  about  $54-1/2  bil- 
lion in  1969.  Overall,  some  increase  in  the 
volume  of  farm  marketings  and  average  prices 
received  by  farmers  is  in  prospect,  but  again 
most  of  the  gain  will  likely  be  centered  in 
the  livestock  sector.  In  contrast  to  increases 
in  1968  and  1969,  a  small  decrease  is  expected 
this  year  in  direct  Government  payments  to 
farmers. 

Farm  production  expenses  will  continue 
their  persistent  advance  in  1970.  The  increase 
is  expected  to  be  at  least  as  large  as  that 
projected  for  realized  gross  farm  income. 
Prices  paid  by  farmers  for  production  items, 
interest,  taxes  and  wage  rates  will  be  up, 
but  likely  not  as  much  as  the  nearly  6  per- 
cent rise  experienced  in  1969. 

With  a  continuing  decline  in  farm  num- 
bers, realized  net  income  per  farm  could 
slightly  exceed  the  previous  record  $5,401 
average  for  1969,  if  farm  income  prospects 
materialize.  Also,  a  slight  gain  is  likely  in 
the  per  capita  disposable  income  of  the  farm 
population  as  they  continue  to  obtain  more 
income  from  nonfarm  sources.  Farm  people's 
after  tax  income  from  all  sources  is  expected 
to  hold  around  75  percent  of  the  average  for 
nonfarm  people. 
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This  forecast  assumes  some  slowing  in 
economic  growth  this  year.  Also  implied 
is  some  moderating  in  price  increases  later 
in  1970.  Despite  a  prospective  easing  in 
economic  activity,  disposable  incomes  are 
expected  to  gain  enough  to  maintain  consumer 
demand   for    farm   products.      Markets  for- 


U.S.  farm  exports  improved  in  late  1969  and 
are  expected  to  hold  their  gains  through  the 
first  half  of  1970.  As  usual,  farm  income  pros- 
pects for  1970  assume  average  growing  con- 
ditions and  an  orderly  response  by  farmers 
to  prevailing  farm  programs  and  demand  and 
cost  factors. 


THE  1970  OUTLOOK 


Receipts 

The  1970  outlook  for  cash  receipts  from 
farm  marketings  points  to  an  increase  of  about 
$1-1/2  billion  over  the  1969  level  of  $47.4  bil- 
lion. The  expected  increase  in  cash  receipts 
this  year  will  likely  stem  from  a  combination 
of  a  larger  volume  of  farm  marketings  and  a 
slightly  higher  average  of  prices  for  farm 
products. 

As  in  1969,  most  of  the  increase  in 
cash  receipts  from  a  year  earlier  will  prob- 
ably occur  in  the  livestock  sector.  Receipts 
from  livestock  and  products  may  total  some 
4  percent  above  the  $28-1/2  billion  in  1969. 
Producer  prices  for  livestock  and  products 
are  expected  to  be  slightly  higher  and  larger 
marketings  are  also  projected. 

Receipts  from  farm  marketings  of  cattle 
and  calves  may  be  up  some  $1/2  billion,  as 
prices  continue  strong.  The  increase  reflects 
prospects  for  a  2-3  percent  increase  in  the 
volume  of  marketings.  Hog  prices  will  aver- 
age higher,  possibly  by  more  than  $2.00  per 
hundred  pounds  than  in  1969,  resulting  in  a 
sizable  increase  in  receipts.  Farmers  are 
expected  to  market  fewer  hogs  this  year, 
particularly  in  the  first  half  of  1970.  Some 
pickup  in  hog  supplies  may  occur  later  this 
year  from  this  Spring's  expected  4  percent 
larger  pig  crop,  as  indicated  by  farrowing 
intentions. 

Increased  marketings  of  broilers  and  eggs 
and  stronger  demand  are  expected  to  more 
than  offset  slightly  lower  producer  prices, 
leading  to  only  a  small  increase  in  receipts 
from  poultry  and  eggs.  Another  gain  is  likely 
in  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  of 
milk.  Prices  paid  by  plants  and  dealers  for 
milk  will  likely  average  higher. 

Crop  receipts  are  projected  at  a  little 
over  $19  billion,  compared  with  the  $18.9  bil- 


lion estimated  in  1969.  The  volume  oi  crop 
marketings  is  expected  to  increase,  but  slightly 
lower  average  prices  may  be  partly  offsetting. 
Food  grain  receipts  may  be  smaller  due  to 
reduced  acreage  for  wheat.  Receipts  from 
feed  crops  are  expected  to  show  some  improve- 
ment during  calendar  1970  as  a  large  1969 
carryover  of  corn  moves  to  market  this  year. 
Little  change  in  average  feed  grain  prices 
is  projected  for  calendar  1970. 


Cotton  lint  marketings  are  expected  to 
increase  substantially  due  to  provisions  of 
the  1970  Cotton  Program  which  is  designed 
to  encourage  plantings.  Tobacco  receipts  may 
increase  somewhat  as  support  prices  will  be 
up.  The  production  of  oil-bearing  crops  will 
probably  be  large  again,  but  only  a  small 
increase  in  receipts  is  expected  as  average 
prices  are  likely  to  remain  near  calendar 
1969  levels. 

Cash  receipts  from  vegetables  and  fruits 
and  nuts  this  year  may  be  close  to  1969. 
Returns  from  potato  marketings  likely  will 
be  somewhat  higher,  due  to  an  expected  in- 
crease in  prices.  However,  assuming  orderly 
marketings  of  truck  crops  this  year,  grower 
prices  may  shade  lower,  causing  a  slight 
drop  in  receipts.  Large  supplies  of  fruits 
are  in  prospect  for  1970  resulting  in  some 
downward  pressure  on  prices.  However,  cit- 
rus price  prospects  will  depend  to  a  large 
extent  on  recent  freeze  damage  in  Florida. 

In  contrast  to  1968  and  1969  when  direct 
Government  payments  to  farmers  were  rising, 
a  slight  decline  appears  likely  in  1970.  Smaller 
payments  are  expected  under  the  Feed  Grain 
and  Conservation  Programs.  The  Soil  Bank 
Program  is  being  phased  out  and  payments 
will  be  down  to  a  very  low  level  in  1970. 
Some  increase  in  total  payments  is  in  pros- 
pect under  the  1970  Wheat  and  Cotton  Programs. 
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Income  and  Expenses 

Realized  gross  farm  income  this  year 
may  be  close  to  $56  billion,  record  high,  up 
about  $1-1/2  billion  from  1969.  This  projected 
increase  in  gross  income  stems  from  an  ex- 
pected rise  in  marketing  receipts.  However, 
farm  production  expenses  in  1970  are  expected 
to  continue  their  persistent  uptrend,  and  for 
the  year  will  probably  rise  at  least  as  much 
as  realized  gross  farm  income. 

Prices  paid  by  farmers  for  production 
items,  interest,  taxes  and  wage  rates  may  be 
up  around  5  percent,  compared  with  a  5,7 
percent  rise  in  1969.  Usage  of  feed,  fertil- 
izer and  pesticides  may  be  up  in  1970.  Farm 
operators  will  probably  hire  fewer  workers, 
but  higher  farm  wage  rates  will  probably 
be  more  than  offsetting.  Another  increase 
will  occur  in  the  bill  for  overhead  items, 
such  as  taxes,  depreciation  and  mortgage 
interest.  Short-term  interest  payments  are 
also  projected  to  be  up  sharply  as  new  bor- 
rowings are  made  at  higher  rates. 


The  prospective  rise  in  realized  gross 
farm  income  and  the  offsetting  gain  in  farm 
production  expenses  point  to  a  realized  net 
farm  income  close  to  the  $16.0  billion  esti- 
mated for  1969.  With  the  continuing  decline 
in  farm  numbers,  realized  net  income  per 
farm  may  be  up  slightly  from  the  $5,401 
average  for  1969. 

Another  gain  is  likely  in  the  income  of 
farm  people  from  nonfarm  sources.  But 
their  total  income  position  may  show  little 
change  from  1969.  The  downward  trend  in 
numbers  of  farm  people  is  continuing,  although 
the  rate  of  decline  is  slowing.  On  a  per 
capita  disposable  income  '  basis,  the  income 
of  farm  people  from  all  sources  in  1970  may 
be  slightly  higher  than  the  $2,375  estimated 
for  1969.  The  ratio  of  the  average  disposable 
income  of  farm  people  to  the  nonfarm  aver- 
age is  expected  to  hold  in  1970  at  around  75 
percent. 


THE  1969  FARM  INCOME  REVIEW 


Cash  Income 


Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  for 
1969  were  estimated  at  a  record  high  $47.4 
billion,  up  $3  billion,  or  7  percent,  from  1968. 
This  sharp  gain  during  1969  resulted  mostly 
from  a  6  percent  increase  in  average  prices 
received  by  farmers, 

Livestock  and  livestock  product  receipts 
for  1969  grossed  farmers  $28.5  billion,  com- 
pared with  $25.5  billion  in  1968.  Marketings  of 
livestock  and  products  totaled  little  different  in 
volume,  but  prices  received  by  farmers  were 
12  percent  higher.  A  strong  advance  in  consumer 
demand,  along  with  tight  supplies,  helped  boost 
livestock  prices. 

Cattle  and  calf  receipts  rose  about  $1.3 
billion  in  1969  as  average  prices  climbed  more 
than  12  percent.  Total  liveweight  of  farm  mar- 
ketings was  virtually  unchanged.  Hog  prices 
soared,  averaging  better  than  23  percent  above 
a  year  earlier.  This  dramatic  price  rise  for  hogs 
boosted  producer  receipts  some  $800  million. 
The  volume  of  hogs  marketed  was  only  a  few 
percent  less  than  in  1968.  Recent  producer 
breeding  intentions  suggest  that  pork  supplies 


will  continue  smaller  than  a  year  earlier  into 
the  first  half  of  1970,  but  some  pickup  may  occur 
in  the  latter  part  of  1970. 

Poultry  and  egg  receipts  were  up  about  $  1/2 
billion  in  1969,  as  prices  for  this  commodity 
group  averaged  13  percent  higher.  For  broilers, 
both  the  volume  of  marketings  and  prices  were 
higher,  leading  to  a  gain  of  some  $200  million 
in  receipts.  Egg  prices  at  the  farm  level  av- 
eraged 6  cents  a  dozen  higher,  while  output 
was  only  slightly  lower;  cash  receipts  to  egg 
producers  rose  about  $300  million.  Turkey 
marketings  were  down,  but  more  than  offsetting 
was  a  small  increase  in  average  prices.  Dairy 
producers'  receipts  increased  some  $200  million 
as  wholesale  milk  prices  averaged  about  3-1/2 
percent  higher  while  the  volume  of  milk  marketed 
fell  off  1  percent. 

Crop  receipts  totaled  $18. 9  billion  for  1969, 
up  about  $100  million  from  1968.  Marketings 
were  up  slightly  reflecting  a  record  total  pro- 
duction of  1969  crops,  while  prices  eased  under 
pressure  of  large  supplies. 

Reduced  marketings  in  calendar  1969  of 
wheat  and  rice  and  a  drop  in  average  prices 
for  both  of  these  grains  reduced  marketing

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receipts  of  food  grains  some  $275  million. 
Prices  for  corn  and  grain  sorghums  improved 
over  1968  levels  causing  an  increase  of  more 
than  $200  million  in  feed  crop  receipts.  Addi- 
tional income  was  received  by  producers 
participating  under  the  1969  Wheat  and  Feed 
Grain  Programs.  Wheat  producers  received 
about  $100  million  more  than  in  1968  while 
feed  grain  producers  got  some  $300  million 
more. 

Receipts  to  cotton  producers  were  off 
about  $100  million.  Cotton  lint  and  seed  prices 
averaged  lower,  and  cotton  growers  experi- 
enced a  sharp  drop  in  output  as  yields  dropped 
to  the  lowest  level  since  1957.  Tobacco  re- 
ceipts were  up  substantially  as  both  output 
and  prices  were  higher.  Receipts  from  mar- 
ketings of  soybeans  were  nearly  unchanged 
at  $2.5  billion;  marketings  were  larger  in 
volume,  offsetting  a  lower  average  price  re- 
sulting from  a  drop  in  the  loan  rate  in  1969. 

Producer    prices    and    marketings  of 
potatoes   were   higher  than  in  1968,  pushing 
grower  receipts   up  by  around  $75  million. 
Truck  crop  receipts  were  off   about  $125 
million,   mainly   due   to   a   substantial  drop 
in  income  from  tomatoes  grown  for  processing. 

Cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  fruits 
and  nuts  were  up  more  than  $100  million, 
largely  due  to  an  increase  in  citrus  receipts. 
Orange  prices  averaged  lower  than  in  1968, 
but  this  was  more  than  offset  by  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  volume  of  marketings. 

Direct  Government  payments  to  farmers 
in  1969  are  estimated  at  $3.8  billion,  up  about 
$350  million  from  1968.  Substantial  increases 
were  realized  under  the  Feed  Grain  and  Wheat 
Programs  while  cotton  producers  received 
a  moderate  increase.  On  the  other  hand,  Soil 
Bank  payments  were  sharply  lower  as  con- 
tracts continued  to  be  phased  out. 


Production  Expenses 

Farm  production  expenses  rose  again  in 
1969,  up  about  $2.3  billion  from  1968  to  $38.6 
billion.  This  increase  was  larger  than  usual. 
The  index  of  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  pro- 
duction items,  interest,  taxes  and  wage  rates 
was  almost  6  percent  higher  than  in  1968, 
the  sharpest  year-to-year  increase  since  1951. 
Prices  for  feeder  livestock  showed  the  largest 
increase,   12  percent.  Most  other  production 


items  also  cost  more,  except  fertilizer.  Tax 
rates,  mortgage  interest  payable  per  acre,  and 
farm  wage  rates  also  jumped  sharply  last 
year. 

Both  current  operating  expenses  and  over- 
head expenses  were  up  sharply  in  1969.  Current 
operating  expenses,  at  $26.4  billion,  increased 
nearly  $1.5  billion;  livestock  purchases  were  up 
about  $600  million,  the  largest  gain  among  the 
current  operating  expenses.  Overhead  costs  last 
year  were  up  about  $800  million  to  a  level  of 
$12.2  billion.  Depreciation  charges  were  esti- 
mated about  $450  million  higher,  taxes  on  farm 
property  were  up  $200  million,  while  interest 
on  farm  mortgage  debt  increased  about  $150 
million. 


Gross  and  Net  Income 


Realized  gross  farm  income  in  1969  was 
$54.6  billion,  up  $3.5  billion  from  the  previous 
high  in  1968.  This  sharp  increase  was  only 
partly  offset  by  the  gain  of  $2,3  billion  in  pro- 
duction expenses.  Accordingly,  realized  net 
farm  income  rose  $1.2  billion  to  a  level  of 
$16.0  billion.  This  level  of  net  farm  income 
for  1969  was  exceeded  only  in  1947  ($17.1  bil- 
lion) and  1966  ($16.3  billion). 

In  addition  to  the  8-1/2  percent  increase 
in  aggregate  realized  net  income  last  year 
over  1968,  there  was  a  further  decline  of  3 
percent  in  the  number  of  farms.  Thus  average 
realized  net  income  per  farm  in  1969  was 
$5,401,  up  about  11-1/2  percent  from  1968, 
and  about  $350  per  farm  higher  than  the  pre- 
vious record  of  1966. 

There  was  a  sizable  increase  in  the  ag- 
gregate personal  income  of  farm  people  from 
both  farm  and  nonfarm  sources  in  1969.  Also, 
the  farm  population  showed  another  decline  in 
size,  down  about  2  percent.  After  taxes,  the  per 
capita  personal  income  of  the  farm  population 
is  estimated  at  $2,375  in  1969,  up  10  percent 
from  1968.  The  average  disposable  income  of 
nonfarm  people  also  rose  last  year  but  not  as 
fast  as  that  for  farm  people.  Thus,  the  ratio 
of  average  disposable  income  of  farm  people 
rose  to  75.7  percent  of  the  nonfarm  average, 
the  highest  on  record,  and  3  percentage  points 
above  1968.  In  recent  years,  this  ratio  of  farm 
to  nonfarm  income  has  stabilized  around  75 
percent,  compared  to  50  percent  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  1950*  s.

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PRELIMINARY  STATE  ESTIMATES  FOR  1969 


Cash  Receipts 

All  regions  showed  larger  cash  receipts 
from  farm  marketings  in  1969,  The  increase 
from  1968  was  9.4  percent  in  the  West  North 
Central  and  South  Atlantic,  6.5  percent  in  the 
East  North  Central,  and  about  5.3  percent  in 
the  North  Atlantic  and  South  Central  Regions. 
In  the  West,  cash  receipts  were  up  4.5  percent. 

Cash  receipts  from  marketings  for  44 
of  the  50  States  in  1969  were  greater  than  in 
1968,  ranging  from  1.3  percent  in  Rhode  Island 
to  13.6  percent  in  Idaho.  In  11  of  these  44 
States,  receipts  were  up  10  percent  or  more, 
Receipts  decreased  Tby  9.9  percent  in  Alaska,' 
4.3  percent  in  Louisiana,  about  3.5  percent 
in  Washington  and  Hawaii  and  L6  percent  in 
Mississippi.  In  New  Jersey,  they  were  down 
fractionally. 

Ranked  on  the  basis  of  total  cash  receipts 
from  farm  marketings  in  1969,  California  was 
first  with  $4.4  billion  and  Iowa  second  with 
$3.8  billion.  Texas  ranked  third  ($2,8  billion), 
Illinois  fourth  ($2.8  billion)  and  Minnesota 
fifth  ($2.0  billion).  Rounding  out  the  top  10 
States  in  1969  were  Nebraska,  Kansas, 
Wisconsin,  Missouri  and  Indiana  in  that  order. 
The  ranking  was  the  same  as  in  1968  for  the 
first  10  States.  In  1969,  the  top  10  States 
accounted  for  half  of  the  total  cash  receipts 
from  farm  marketings  for  the  50  States,  with 
the  top  5  States  accounting  for  about  one- 
third. 

Direct  Government  payments  in  1969  were 
$3.8  billion,  up  $0.3  billion  from  1968.  About 


one-third  of  the  total  Government  payments 
($1.3  billion)  were  paid  to  farmers  in  the  West 
North  Central  Region  and  about  30  percent 
($1.1  billion)  paid  in  the  South  Central  Region. 


Realized  Net  Income  Per  Farm 

Realized  net  income  per  farm  for  the 
50  States  increased  to  $5,401  in  1969,  up 
$560,  or  11,6  percent  over  1968,  Forty-two 
States  showed  gains;  8  States  had  declines. 
Net  income  realized  per  farm  increased  in 
all  regions,  ranging  from  1.4  percent  in  the 
West  to  19.6  percent  in  the  West  North  Central 
Region. 

In  33  States,  the  increase  in  realized 
net  income  per  farm  was  greater  than  10  per- 
cent from  1968  to  1969,  In  5  States  the  gain 
was  greater  than  30  percent — Maine,  New 
Hampshire,  Delaware,  Idaho  and  Nevada,  For 
the  8  States  showing  a  decline,  2  States  dropped 
more  than  15  percent— Washington  and  Alaska. 

State  estimates  for  realized  gross  and  net 
income  per  farm  for  1967,  1968,  and  pre- 
liminary estimates  for  1969  are  in  table  9. 
The  preliminary  State  estimates  for  1969  are 
tentative  due  to  the  lack  of  complete  data 
available  at  this  time.  However,  these  esti- 
mates do  provide  a  timely  review  of  the  1969 
farm  income  situation.  The  same  information 
based  on  more  complete  data  will  be  in  the 
August  1970  Supplement  to  the  July  Farm  Income 
Situation.
